In the meantime the Federal 
Court continued UK Injunclon 
against Tittle Insurance ami 
Trust Company restraining that 
form as trustee from proceeding 
with the trustees foreclosure 

scheduled originally for 
May 20.

The referee was Informed that 
the entire trouble started 
when two stockholders of the 
corporator Rudolph Mayer. re­ 
puted brother of Louis B. Mayer, 
the movie magnate, and Samuel 
Frledman could not agree, -and 
the corporation therefore could 
not function as such. Each owns 
50 per- cent of the company's 
stock.

The Sunhaven corporation pur­ 
chased the property in Novem­ 
ber 1946. for $500,000. The owners^ 
were paid $25,000 cash at the 
time of sale, and in March, 
1947, an additional $176,000 was 
paid.

In May, 1947, the corporation 
made two p r o m i s o r y notes, 
drawing four per cent interest 
for $150,000 each, securing tho 
notes with the property. These 
notes were due and payable 
March 14, 1948.

In July of 1947, $50,000 was 
paid by the Sunhaven company 
on each note. When they became 
due. the corporation because of 
inability of the stockholders to 
function as. a corporation, the 
holder of the notes, the Ocean 
View Properties, Inc. from whom 
the tract was originally pur­ 
chased" through its trustees, 
Tittle Insurance and Trust Com­ 
pany, undertook to foreclose the 
property under terms of the 
trust deed.

The Sunhaven properties cor­ 
poration then filed a petition 
In bankruptcy in the Fcdenl 
court here 'to halt all further- 
action and to conserve the com­ 
pany's assets, It was explained 
to the referee.

The liabilities of the corpora- 
ton were listed at $203,174.88, 
with assets In the Palos Veldes 
Ocean View tract appraised at 
$910,000.

Referee Head said he was not 
Inclined to continue the restrain 
ing order unless he could be 
shown that' the creditors would 
be paid off soon, and that only 
by holding off the forced sale, 
that the assets of the corpora­ 
tion would be conserved and 
saved for the creditors.
